Bills Against Santa Fe Officials for Vio­ 
lating Interstate Commerce Law. 
C hicago, Oct. 20.—The federal grand 
jury returned six indictm ents yes­

officials of the Santa Fe railroad for al­ 
leged violations of the in terstate com­ 
merce law. 
The indictm ents are the 
result of the investigation by the in ter­ 
state commerce commission of the 
charge th a t the books of the com pany 
show th a t m illions of dollars were paid 
in rebates to shippers w ithin the last 
four years. 
W hen the indictm ents 
Hau- were returned in th e United States 
D istrict court the utm ost secrecy was 
m aintained as to th e nam es of th e in ­ 
dicted. 
D istrict A ttorney Dixon re ­ 
fused to give any inform ation and A t­ 
torney Shields, who conducted the in­ 
vestigation for th e commission,said the 
nam es of the men would not be made 
public until they had been arrested. 
The w arrants w ere not issued u n til 
to-day. 
“ It would not be proper for 
me to say anything about the result of 
the investigation,” said Mr. Shields. 
“ I t has resulted in a num ber of indict 
m ents, and we have strong evidence to 
sustain them . 
The indicted m en, or 
some of them , were officials of the 
company. 
Their nam es w ill not be 
made public u ntil the w arrants have 
been served.”

In 1883, he

offensive negro, and placing a rope 
around his neck hanged him. 
Hood 
fled from Mississippi, b u t M artin was 
sentenced to be hanged. 
His sentence 
was changed to life im prisonm ent, and 
la ter on he w as pardoned.

-Sheng Scan- 
Two Minor Officials Killed 
dal Hidden. 
L ondon, Oct. 20.—The Shanghai rep­ 
resentative of the Central News posi­ 
tively reaffirms th e statem ent th a t a 
sm all uprising has taken place a t Ku- 
Lao-Hwei, 200 miles from Han-Kow, in 
w hich tw o inferior officials were killed. 
The same dispatch says th a t the pecu­ 
lations of Sheng, the “ T aotai” of Tien- 
Tsin, have been well know n through­ 
out China, but certain persons in ex­ 
alted positions have endeavored to sup­ 
press all m ention of his irregularities. 


INCREASE REGULAR ARMY. 


W est Bound Passenger Train on the 
Texas and Pacific Road Is Held Up 
Near Gordon, Texas, But the Rob­ 
bers Secure Little Money—How the 
Deed W as Done. 


G ordon, Texas, Oct. 20 —No 3, wes 
bound passenger train on the Texas & 
Pacific, due a t Gordon a t 12:13 p. rn., 
and about on tim e, w as robbed by four 
m en yesterday a few m inutes before 
noon, three miles w est of Gordon. 
The safe in the Pacific express car 
contained th e money in tran sit for 
T hurber, w ith w hich the Texas Pacific 
Coal company w as to pay its employes 
to-day. 
The robbers, having captured 
th e section gang, flagged th e train and 
forced B. L. Locksby, section forem an, 
to enter the express car and knock off 
the com bination of the safe, but even 
then failed to open it and succeeded in 
m aking but a lig h t haul. 
No one was 
hurt. 
The express m essenger thinks 
the robbery could have been prevented 
if one or tw o of the passengers had 
been arm ed w ith shotguns and had re­ 
sisted. 
The robbers w ere medium sized, well 
dressed, and left tow ard the south. 
T here was no pursuit. 
The point a t 
w hich the train was stopped is ju st a t 
th e foot of the Clayton m ountains, 
tw o miles east of the place a t which an 
east bound train w as robbed a few 
years ago. 
W e a th e rf o rd , Texas, Oct. 20.—The 
am ount secured by th e train robbers, 
it is estim ated, runs anyw here betw een 
$500 and $5,000. 
Suspicious charac­ 
ters have been seen for the last m onth 
or so in th a t section and the express 
com pany was prepared for th e attack, 
as it had on the train one of its special 
com bination safes, to which no agent 
along the route knew th e com bina­ 
tion. 
The passengers and m ail cars 
w ere not molested by the robbers. 
A fter the robbery was com m itted the 
four robbers w alked aw ay tow ard th e 
m ountains, 
w histling, 
going 
in a 
southerly direction. 
The Texas and 
Pacific Coal company of T hurber has 
offered $500 rew ard for the capture of 
th e robbers. 
It is considered one of 
th e boldest train robberies recorded in 
the country for a long time. 
It is 
thought the robbers are from the In­ 
dian territo ry and are now on th eir 
way back. 
Posses are out afte r them , 
and there is some hope of capturing 
them.

N ew Y o rk , Oct. 20.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s W eekly Review of T rade says: 
Cotton below 6 cents and w heat 
below 53 cents, each low er th an ever 
since 
present 
classifications 
w ere 
known, export of gold instead of 
products a t such prices in October, are 
the salient features in business this 
week. 
D istribution of goods to con­ 
sumers goes on fairly, w ith gains at 
nearly all points in com parison w ith 
last year, b ut not yet at a rate to sus­ 
tain the present volume of m anufactur­ 
ing production, so th a t prices weaken 
a little. The domestic trade reported by 
railroad earnings in October is 3.4 per 
cent less th an last year, and 13.4 percent 
less than in 1892.

31.5 per cent less than in 1892. 
The

has not yet reached expectations, anil 
it is evident th a t the loss of p art of the 
corn crop and th e u n n atu rally low 
prices of other great staples effect the 
buying pow er of millions. 
“ W heat for October delivery fell to 
54.12 cents W ednesday, and in spite of 
some recovery the average for October 
thus far is tw o cents below the low est 
m onthly average ever made, which 
was in Septem ber, and w as nearly IO 
cents below the low est prior to this 
year, the October average being 50

OF AGONY. 


Every Joint In His Body W as Solidified 
By 
Articular 
Rheumatism 
and 
Chalky Deposits Found in the Brain 
—Unconsciousness Gave Relief for 
Three Days. 


J. C. King groaned away his life at 
the Hotel Myers last night. 
For two 
weeks ice had been packed about his 
head to allay the raging pain, and 
even the bed sheet had been held up 
from his body on supports lest it 
might touch him and cause paroxysms 
of agony. 
Articular rheumatism or arthritis 
was the disease that caused this fear­ 
ful suffering. 
Twenty years ago Mr. 
King had his first attack. 
Since then 
the disease has made itself felt at long 
intervals but each time more severely. 
When taken sick here two weeks ago 
be telegraphed for his wife at once. 
It took her four days to get h^re and 
during all that time the hotel people 
cared for him most tenderly. 
Mr. King's sufferings were fearful. 
A chalky deposit formed in every joint, 
swelling the joints until it seemed as 
if the skin would burst. 
After this 
swelling began the slightest touch on 
the bed covering caused him to scream 
with pain. 
The shifting of bed linen 
brought torture more exquisite than 
Spanish lack or inquisitorial boot ever 
inflicted. 
It was r mercy that stupor 
preceded death by three days, and 
dulled the agony. 
This unconscious­ 
ness is supposed to have been caused 
by chalky deposits around the nerve 
centers in the brain. 
Mrs. King was at the bed side of 
her husband constanty during the last 
we 3k. Yesterday afternoon be became 
conscious fora moment aud recognized 
her but could not speak. 
His uncle, 
Edward King of Chicago, and one of 
his most intimate friends from New 
York were also at the bedside as the 
sufferer opened bis eyes. 
All last 
nigbt Mr. King sank and at 5:30 this 
morning he passed away. 
This even­ 
ing his body will be sent for burial to 
Hartford, Conn., although the family 
of late years has been in New York, 
Mr. King being traveling representa­ 
tive for a New York glove bouse. 
“ Dea+h was really a blessing to^the 
poor man,” said Dr. E. F. Woods this 
morning. 
“ It was only a question of 
a few years before his joints would 
have become solid and he in reality an 
ossified man. 
The case was a remark­ 
able one; but it has a parallel in 
Janesville today, although the victim 
has passed the painful stage and has 
become almost without the power to 
move a joint.”

One of Its W orst Features Found in tho 
System of Store Orders. 
One of the grievances of the 
striking miners in the central bitu­ 
minous region of Pennsylvania is 
the “store order” abuse, says the 
Philadelphia Record. 
A great many 
years ago, when an obstinate strike 
was made in this region of the state, 
the miners demanded as a condition 
of industrial peace that the store 
order system should be abolished. 
To this operators were constrained 
to assent, and for a considerable 
time the wages of the miners were 
paid in cash instead of with orders 
for store goods. 
But the abuse ha9 
been revived since the decision of 
the supreme court of Pennsylvania 
that the acts of assembly for its 
suppression 
were 
in 
violation 
of 
the 
right 
of 
contract. 
So the 
miners 
must 
patiently 
submit to be plundered by this store 
order system, cr else strike against 
it, as the operators seem determined 
to cling to this profitable abuse un­ 
til compelled to abandon i t 
In the 
development of this inquiry many 
operators 
farm 
out 
to 
second 
parties the privilege of 
keeping 
store at their mines. 
In compensa­ 
tion, the operators receive a certain 
percentage of the profits of the store 
business. 
This percentage, 
every 
dollar of it, comes out of the honest 
earnings of the poor miners, as the 
privileged dealers who have the 
monopoly of trade at the mines 
mark up the prices of their goods 
high enough 
to 
cover i t 
But 
whether the operators farm out the 
store order business or run it them­ 
selves, the effect of the system is to 
(•overtly defraud the miners of a 
portion of their wages. 
It filches 
the bread from the mouths of their 
wives and children. 
Whatever may be the merits of 
conflict between the operators and 
the miners in regard to wages, tho 
miners are clearly in the right in 
their demand that the store order 
system be abolished. 
One of the 
features cf this system is to fix the 
payment of wages at long intervals. 
in order to compel the miners to re­ 
sort to the store. 
But let the miners 
insist on the payment of wages in 
cash, so that they may buy their 
necessaries of living where they 
please, and on the best terms. Work 
iugmen who are subjected to the 
demoralizing influence of this store 
order system are little better than 
slaves.
